Chronicie of January 24, 1904: 


“Among the passengcrs yesterday 
on board the incoming Oceanic Steam- 


ship company’s Mariposa were Cap- | 
tain Broughton and nine gouth sea’ 


islanders, of the schooner North Star, 
capsized in north latitude 34, west 
longituae 132, duriag a heavy Squall. 
Captain Broughton was below at the 
time, and hardly managea to scramble 
out of his cabin before the ship went 
over. The-disaster is ascribed to the 
carelessness of the aKnaka crew ,who 
were all asleep at the moment the 
squall struck the vessel, which was 
lying becalmed with her sails up. 

“The crew, none of whom drowa- 
ed, contrived to perch themselves on 
the ship's bottom, :nd after tour days 
of intense suffering were picked up by 
the W. H. Hall of ‘nis ctiy, in lumber 
for Suva, #.j1. The all, in her turn, 
transferred them to the mail steamer, 
which was fortunately intercepted a 
week later. 

“Captain Broughton cannot speak 
too highly of the extreme kindness of 
Captain HayWard, Pursuer Smith and 
the officers and passengers of the Mar- 
iposa toward himself and his crew. A 
concert was given in aid of the ship- 
wrecked mariners, and the sum of 
$318.75 realized on thei: behalf. 

“The North Star was of seventy- 
four tons‘register, puilt at Bath, Me., 
in 1894, and carried no insurance. It 
was learned from Captain Broughton 
that she had been employed in the 
copra trade for many years, and was 
on her way to this port for drydocking 
and repairs. Western bound ship mas- 
ters are warned to look out for the | 
derelict, which was still afloat when | 
last sighted.” 

The loss of the North Star, togeth- 
er with the coin in the ship’s safe, 
cost Matt between $18,000 and $20,000. 
The vessel had not been insured, ow- 
ing to the troublesome ahd prying 
questions that wouid have been asked, 
which, if truthfully answered, would 
have invalidated the policy.

Britain, in her isolated y sition, ‘s 
no stranger to famine. ~It is-in the 
memory of every middle-aged man 
how, some thirty years ogo, Ireland 
sult .ed bitterly, and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were suvscribed 
for :elief, and ships with loads of pro- 
visions and clothing were sent over 
the oceau to the distressed isle. At 
the time of the Crimean war, conse- 
quent upon the shutting . of sup- 
plies from Russ‘a, old people will re- 
member, bread rose greatly in price— 
to twenty und twenty-five cents the 
four pound loaf. In earlier days when 
navigation cf the seas wag little 
known, Britain’s experience was far 
more severe.

Rotation of Crops To Boom the 


This Was the Theme of Farm Crops 
Show Held in Crookston 

Rotation of crops, the old story ever 
new when farmers interested in ad- 
vanced agricuitural methods’ get to- 
gether, was the keynote of meeting of 
the fourth annual Farm Crops show 
of. the Minnesota Red River Valley 
Development association held in 
Crookston. 

The theories advanced were backed 
up by ears of corn which bore blue 
ribbons, big» potatoe. just, right for 
baking; big onions, wheat, oats and al- 
most every other kind of vegetable in 
the catalogue which were prize win- 
ners. . 

Standardization o: crops was an- 
other featuie that received attention. 
Better marke‘s fc* their products was 
the tempting prophecy held up by 
those who urged the fari-ers gathered 
at the meeting to get together and 
ork for a standard for their seed. 

If anyone doubted thae corn coult 
be raised in the ncrthern part of the 
state he should five seen the exhibits 
which lined the walls of the Armory. 
Crops that the most optimistic did not 
dream of four years ago when the first 
farm.crop show w:~ held are now an 
inspiring sight. Sentiment is being 
created through the organization that 
is aiding in the development of this 
section of the state. All doubt as to 
the possibility of growing prize corn 
and grain is now removed. The soil 
has stood the test, it is now a question 
of,.the man behind and the variety, ac- 
cording to those who spo xe at tha 
meeting. » 

“If the farmers will only get togeth- 
er we can put Minnesota on the map 
as a seed prodvcing state,” declared 
C. P. Bull of the gepertment of agri- 
culture of the university. ‘‘We have 
the quality, the soil aud climate here; 
all we need now is to get the peppl> 
together.” : 

“People are more and more living 
out of paper bags ana tin cans. As a 
result, Minnesota has an opportunity 
to develop the canning industry and 
the farmers should keep this in mind 
in the raising of their vegetables. The 
best early Crosby corn is raised in 
this state. We should specialize in 
this type of green corn, as we would 
not have the competition that we are 
or to in competing in other varie- 
ties.” 

The rotation of crops is the balance 
wheel of farming; according to Forest 
Henry of the agricultural extension 
division of the university. “Nature 
unlocks jusf enough plate food eacn 
year so that the lazy farmer will not 
starve to death,” he saia, “If you 
want better crops than that you have 
to. go to work for them. - 

“The farmers of Minnesota -are 
planting enough acreage but ara not 
paying enough attention to the suil.” 

The exhibit shows that the farmers 
must reckon with the high schooi beys 
with scientific training if they wisk to 
win any prizes in the future. ‘fwo 
boys from East Grand Forks, Minn., 
are the winners of awards in che 
growing of corn. These two boys are 
members of a corn club connected 
with the high school of their town. 
Stewart Austin, 15 years old, carried 
off the firct prize for the best tea 
ears shown from his couaty, the first 
prize for -he ten best ears in the 
boys’ acre contes’ and the reserve 
sweepstakes for the best ten ears in 
the whole exhibit. 

John Croy of East Grand Forks, 16 
years old, president of the East Grad 
Forks Boys’ Corn Club, won the first 
prize for the best ten ears of ‘ent 
corn, the 2’ cond prize for the best ‘eu 
ears of corn from Lis county, and ‘he 
reserve sweepstakes for the thirty 
best vars in the whole exhibit. The 
only men'to measure up to these bays 
are A. D. VanSickle of Warren. who 
won the sweepstakes for the ten best 
ears, and C. C. Williams of Detroit, 
who won sweepstakes for the thirty 
best ears.

Flax Industry 


Practical Method Wanted vf Dealing. 
With Tonnage cf Straw Wasted 
in West 

During the ses uf 1913-15 Hon, 
W. T. White, minister of onance, an- 
nounced in hig puuget that un investi- 
gation would be .) stituced into tho 
wax industry of tue Vominion with 
a view to ascertaining tne advisability 
of graniing a bonus upon the Manu- 
taeture of flax .ibre. At the time it 
was conterued that with a substantial 
bonus tax fibre for the manutacture 
of binder .wine, repe, etc, could be 
maue a paying industry in the Domin- 
ion in a few years, anit that much 
waste material cou.d thus be turned 
to profitable use. The investigation, 
it is understood, has been going on 

r some time, but it is stated that 
since the war commenced a new 
phase of the situation has been pre- 
sented to-the attention of the govera- 
ment. y 

As a consequence of the war there 
has been ~ome apprehension express- 
ed gs to the satety of the .rish ana 
Scoccli linen inagusta, which in fornier 
years drew o large pirt of its raw 
material from Belgium, France and 
Russia, and wocse supply from these 
countries has been practically cut off. 
It is statea that there have recentiy 
been in this coun.:- several rcpresea- 
tatives of large .ritish mills {1 an‘en- 
deavor to eniist the co-operation of 
ai in the larger production of 

ax. 

Although there has never been a 
linen industry in Canada, flax has 
been grown in smail quantities in On- 
tario and Quebec for the use of resi- 
dents in the’ home manutacture of 
linen cloth. It is recorded, however, 
that in only a few sections uf Western 
‘Ontario in 1904, 700 tons of bre were 
produced which brought a prime of 
$201 per ton, The average price for 
trish flax fibre during ths past five 
years has been $325 per toc, while the 
Belgian flax fibre averaged $405. 

In Western Canada it is estimated 
that one million tons of flax straw are 
burned every year, and that if a prace 
tical method were found for proiuc- 
ing fibre a splendid opportunity wovld 
be presented for taking advantage of 
the British requirements and the Eur- 
opean scarcity. 

It ig understood that the govern- 
ment has under considera‘ion some 
proposal for the encouragement of 
this tndustry in the Dom-nion. 


Potash in Agriculture | 


Several Canadian Sources of Potash 
Are Available to the Farmer 

For Many years te Stassturt mines 
in Germany have been practically the 
sole source of tLe potash compounds 
used for tertiliziung purposes on this 
continent. Amoag the evil effects re- 
sulting from the ,resent war, there- 
fore, May be counced the cutting of 
from the markets of the world the 
supply of this material. wr. Shutt, 
Dominion chemist, regards this cit 
cumstance as not 80 serious as s0Me 
may consider, In order to place his 
views before the farmers ef Canada 
Dr. Shutt has issued Circular No. 7 of 
tue Experimental Iarms, “Potash in 
Agriculture.” It takegsup the subject 
under severai heacs and reuches tho 
following conciusions; 

“It is oniy cur light, exndy and 
gravelly scils that are markedly delic- 
iéut in potash and this element is onty 
specially called fo. by clover, potn- 
toes, roots and leafy crops generally, 
There is yet some potash in the mar- 
ket though it will probably have to 
be purchased in the form vf a com- 
plete fertilizer. We have several Can- 
adian sources of potash available toy’ 
the farmer—notably liquid manure, 
wood ashes ani sea weei—materiais 
rich in this useful constituent and 
which are more ‘r-less#fapidly obtain- 
able in many parts of the Dominion. 
And lastly there are the indirect 
potassic fertilizers, which though not 
adding to the sum total or the soil’s 
{potash yet may serve a useful pur- 
pose by liberating it in available forms 
and thus in times such us the present 
may help to tide us over until potasn 
compouads are once more upon the 
| market.”

Enter the Second Period of War Witn 
Assurance That Victory is 
Certain 

That German; and her tools cou'd 
not hope to win became r2azonably 
p'ain within a month or so nf the out- 
break of major hostilities. The un- 
payable‘debt which the whole world, 
combatants and neutrals alike, owrs 
to Belgium and to Serbia is that thev 
first engaged and held considerab!e 
forces of tue commcn enemy and gave 
the greater nations a brief breathing- 
space. The wantor invasion of Bel- 
gium is the original cause of all the 
military woes o° Germany. Belgium 
frustrated her firct plans, and commit- 
ted her to lorg and difficult communi- 
cations and an enormous front. The 
devastated cities of Belgium alienated 
the sympathies of neutrals, and will 
yet prove the greve of German ambi- 
tions. 

The tide turned, and the issue of 
the war was irrevocably settled on the 
day that the Franco-British forces be- 
gan to drive back the German armies 
across the Marne and the Aisne, 
Nothing that has. happened since has 
dimmed the shining glory of that 
landmark. From that moment the 
fate of Germany was sealeu. 

Russia struck hard and with unp- 
expected promptitude in the east, sac- 
rificing her legions in East Prussia 
and driving the Austrians headlong 
in Galicia. Thenceforth the war re- 
solved itself in the main theatres into 
a series of desperate efforts by Ger- 
many and her Allies to break through 
the impregnable wal!s which attempts 
to hamper the Allies, mobi.ized the 
pliant Turks, withstood Japan at 
Tsingtau and fomented rebellion in 
South Africa. None of these exped- 
jents has served her purpose. The 
Turks have proved a broken reed and 
most of the German dolcnies are eith- 
er captured or in dire straits. 

Yet the decisive theatres of the 
war remai.: in Europe, and here the 
Germans continue to fight with for- 
midable valor, with large unexhaust- 
ed resources, and often with success, 
They cannot be victorious, but they 
are still a long way from final defeat. 
Of the Homeric conflictr sometimes 
waged tne public hear very little. 
Ypres was one of the most remarkable 
battles ever fought but the despatches 
describing it ave still unpublished. 

The Allies enter upon the second 
period of the war with the knowledge 
thaf® their .trength and their re- 
sources are steadiy mutiplying. 
France is impertprable and unflinch- 
ing. Russia's reservoir of troops i- 
inexhaustible. In these islands we 
have been gtrenuously preparing for 
battle armies which we know to be 
the flower of our manhood, Germany 
is strong and resolute, but the Allies 
are becoming incomparably stronger, 
and ad are pledged to fight to a fin.

We have 7, 
000,000 acres which we use for farm- 
ing, and of this less than 500,000 acros 
is in permanent grass. We put 3,000,- 
000 acres of corn each year, or nearly 
our total ground, and it is this that 
enables us to feed all our people and 
yet to expert to England alune $265,- 
000,000 worth of your food. in 80 years 
by \ntensive cultivation, we increased 
our cattle from under 1,500,000 up to 
nearly 2,500,000; this is about half as 
many as you have in the whole of 
England. 

We have almost given up keeping 
sheep, he adds, but in the last 30) 
years have increased the «stock of 
pigs to three times what we formerly 
kept, and have 75 per cent. of the pigs 
England keeps. Your land is as good 
as ours, and your ciimate is better for 
farming.

Convicts Willing to Work Overtime 
in Making Articles For Army 
and Navy 
Patriotism in prison sounds a para- 
dox, but that it is to be found there 
in no small degre. is testified from 
many quarters anu is recorded offic- 
ially in meny reports which have 

been received at the home office, 
Far away from the rush and bustle 
of life, with little or no knowledge 
of what is happeuing in the outside 
world, the criminal, paying the pen- 
alty for his crime, might be thought 
to be the one person in the world not 
affected by the horrors atid excite- 
ments of war or by the call to the 
nation to face the crisis with a spirit 
of heroism. He has his bodily wants 
his regular routine to 
perform, and anybody who is acquaint- 
ed with prison life knows tnat in the 
vast majority of cases the chief com- 
plaint of the authorities is 2f the de- 
liberate idleness o. prisoners. But 
since the beginning of Augi.-t all that 
has been change:. The prisoners are 
keenly interested in the war and are 
allowed to hear once a week, usually 
from the chaplain after morning ser- 
vice on Sunday, some account of what 
is being done by the navy and army, 
in which many of them have relations 


The work .n prisons is almost en- 
tirely confined to the manufacture of 
articles for fovernment departments. 
The labor conditions, and ‘he opposi- 
tion which would inevitably arise, 
make it impossible to engage upon 
work which competes with the occu- 
pation of the working classes outside, 
Since the war began the work of the 
prisoners hss been devoted very 
largely to the manufacture of articles 
required for the navy and the army, 
and here the patriotism of the con- 
victs has found an “outlet. Idleness 
has almost entirely disappeared. The 
men and women in the prisons have 
worked harder than they have ever 
done before, and tuey have done so 
with the greatest good will. The out- 
put during the normal hours of labor 
has increased ehormously, and the 
ccnvicts in some of the prison have 
even volunteered to work overtime. 

The pathos of it has ap>ealed to 
government officials, who are not real- 


inclined to believe) The daily aver- 
age number of perscns in the prisons 
is about 35,000, and it is hoped that 
the improvement vrhich Las been 
shown with regard to work will help 
them when they are discharged.

The average value of farm land in 
Canada held for agricultural purposes, 
whether improved or unimproved, and 
including the value of dwelling 
farm biuldings, is amine as $38.41 
per acre, which is about équal to that 
of the last similar inquiry in 1910, 
when the value was given as $38.48 

er acre. In 1911 tLe average was re- 
urned by the census as $30.41, but 
this value was based upon returns 
from a!l occupiers, including , farms 
only recently setiled, and thei efore of 
less value. By p:ovinces the average 
values of 1914 range from $21 per 
acre in Alberta to $150 per acre in 
British Coiumbia, In this province, 
however, the high value is due to or- 
charding, ordinary agriculture bing 
subsidiary to fruit culture. 

In recent years the wages of farm 
help have increased considerably, and 
they reached their Lighest point dur- 
ing the bumper harvest of 1913. But 
_in 1914 the pendulum swayed back, 
less labor being required on farms 
owing to lighter crops. Since August 
the war has had for one of its effects 
@n increase in the supply of farm 
labor, andi consequently . fall in the 
wages. The demand for labor this 
winter has also decreased >ecause of 
the increased cost of board. For the 
Dominion the average wages per 
month during the summer, including 
board, were $35.55 for male and $18.81 
for female nelp. For the year, inclua-

Trade for Canada 


Material Used in High Explosive Can 
be Easily Undertaken by Steel 
Compantes 
Undoubtedly one of the most im- 

rtant new industries which has 

n established in the Dominion 
since the war commenced is the 
manufacture of shrapnel shells, which 
are now being turned out in large 
uantities by a large number of firms 
fo all parts of the Dominion. The es- 
tablishment of the new industry not 
only enables many Canadian firms to 
keep their factories running. and to 
retain their employees at good wages, 
but is, in addition, an important fac- 
tor in providing munitions of war 
for the arduous fight still ahead of the 
allied armies. 

It is announced that still another 
industry has been created from war 
conditions. This is the manufacture 
of tuol-abase, a material used in high 
explosives, which is in much demand 
in Great Britain and,the other war- 
ring countries. Thi: is a by-product 
of the coke ovens, which will also 

roduce’ benzol, a gas engiue fuel of 

igh power. These products can be 
manufactured by the steel companies 
of the Dominion, with a slight exten- 
sion of their present plants and with- 
out any interference with their regu- 
lar products. 

It is stated that the Dominion Steel 
corporation has alread received sat- 
fefactory contracts from the govern- 
ment for tuol-abase, and when the 
manufacture of the product has 
reached a satisfactory basis further 
heavy orders are expectec from the 
British government. The extent of 
the orders has not been made public, 
but it is stated that they are highly 
satisfactory. 

Benzol, the o* er by-prvduct of the 
ooke ovens, can be used as a substi- 
tute for petrol, er gasoline. It is 
more powerful than gasoline, put re- 
quires some 20 per cent. more air, 
and only requires a slight u.justment 
in the carburetors to be used in cars 
and motor boats.

eure of its effect in the world outside, 
He felt his way carefully and played 
one outside interest against another 
before he struck. In that way he iso- 
lated Austrié-Hungary in 1866 and 
France in 1870-71. 
His successors Lave followed an- 
other course. They have given far 
leas study to conditions and the drift 
ef sentiment outside Germany and 
haped their diplomacy go as to make 
it appeal instead to German pride and 
consciousness of power, In that way 
ey have helped to unify Germany. 
t at the same time they have uni- 
fied foreign opposition and driven 
owers like Great Britain, France and 
Bisaia to ignore former diversities of 
interest and to unite for purposes of 
protection.—New York Tribune.

War Creates [Destroy Zeppelins 


|Maxim’s Incendiary Rifle to Fight 
Aircraft 

A projectile to destroy Zeppelins 
and other aircraft is the latest in- 
vention of Sir Hiram Maxim, of max- 
im gun fame. 

Sir Hiram claims that the new pro- 
jectile fired either from a rifle or a 
smail field cannon, would make a 
sucessful w~epp.lin raid an impossi- 
bility. Sir Hiram’s idea is to obtain 
from the government a large number 
of old service Martini-Henri rifles of 
-45 bore, and to i:ake a projectile to 
fit which would travel like a rocket 
and give off a seri. of bright sparks 
durlug the whole length of its flight. 

It requires something very hot to 
set hydrogen on fire,” said Sir Hiram, 
“but the right kind of spark will do 
it. These rifles should be put in the 
hands of a great number of people— 
men and boys who know how to use u 
gun, and there are plenty of such in 
Britain. 

“A storm of incendiary bullets 
directed at a hostile airship would 
soon have the desired effect; for it 
would only require one little spark 
to bring the Zeppelin to destruction. 


The bullet in falling back might 
brealt slate roofs, but the falling 
velocity would not be very great. 


“I should also recommend a light 
gun which two men could carry about 
on their shoulders, with a very simple 
mounting to rest on the ground. This 
gun would have a bcre of 1% inches, 
and would be _rovided with a pro 
jectile that could no harm in fall- 
ing. This projectile can be made 
; but I can say no more about it until 
I get permission to do sv. 

“If that permission comes we shall 
soon have something that makes us 
feel safer than we do at the present 
time. But at the moment the idea is 
to have something simple and cheap, 
than can be put in the hands of a 
great number of people, and that is 
why I recommend the incendiary 
rifle.”

Originated Myth About the Russians 
Landing in Scotland 

The famous hoax vi the first wecks 
of war, wlien a body of Russian sold- 
iers, said to number from 100,000 to 
200,000 men, were reported to have 
circled around from Archengel, land- 
ed in Scot.ish ports and then shipped 
through at night to reinforce the 
British forces in Franc® originatea 
with Lord Kitthener himself, accord- 
ing to a statement made by a British 
officer to a correspondent of the Daily 
Dispatch., It is a noteworthy fact 
that, althcugh the wyth spread like 
wild fire through the United Kingdom 
with any uumber of witn sses toswear 
they had seen aud talked to the Rus- 
siang in ‘their aative language, the 
press bureau did not issue an official 
contradict:un fur a long period. 

The Ru-sian tory, says the British 
officer, was designed tu impress the 
German ccmmanders in Belgium and 
Northern France and keep them in 
fear of a urprise, eithe™ in the rear 
or on the western flank It accom- 
plished its purpose, for this lread was 
real-among the German staff, and ac- 
counts to some extent for the retreat 
f-om Paris of Gen. Yon Kluck. 

To give color to the report Lord 
Kitchener is said to have caused a 
hundred transports laden with sundry 
goods to be sent from Scottish ports 
to Archangel after insuring them in 
Holland. And when the British troops 
were moved from various points in 
Scotland and the north of England to 
the channel ports, he ordered the 
blinds of the train to be lowered so 
as to arouse popular curiosity and 
speculation,

German 
bought. between seven and eight mi 
lion geese from Russia annually, and 
sold Great Britain between eleven and 
twelve million bushels of oats. She 
also in 1913 imported 160,000 tons— 
mark it, tons—of eggs. These state- 
ments will sufficiently show the vast 
disturbances that has taken place in 
German productive trade. 

Austria-Hungary exported in bulk 
as many men and horses as it did of 
material, from 150,000 to 200,000 im- 
migrants crossing the seas every 
year. But the dual empire is exceed- + 
ingly rich in minerals and Hungary 
is one of the principal grain growing 
regions of Europe, the average pro 
duce being 145,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, 46,590,000 bushel. of rye, 63,- 
500,000 bushels of barley, 65,000,000 
bushels of oats and 118,000,000 bueh- 
els of corn Hunga-y, too, is rich in 
live stock, having in 1914, 21,300,000 
horses, 7,300,000 cattle, 8,500,000 
Sieep and 7,500,000 swine. From these 
figures it would seem that it will be 
a tougher job to starve ut Germany 
than reports would make it appear. 

Statistics are a o given in the 
Agricultural War Book of the produce 
and trade of Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Servia, Denmark, Norway, Swe 
den, Roumania and other countries, 
but the foregoing facts are sufficient 
to show the educational value and 
what may be called the international 
scope of th work.

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Roumania’s Army 


Some Interesting Facts Regarding 
Roumania and Its Government 
Should Roumania decide to preak off 

relations with Aus ria-Hungary, our 

foes will have to reckon with another 


army of 600,000 to 600,000 well trained 
men. 


Military service im Roumania is 
compulsory and universal, Young: 
men enter the ranks at the age of 
twenty-one and serve for. twenty-one 
years, 


The infantry are armed with the 
Mannlicher magazine rifle, and thew 
cavalry with Mannlicher carbine. 

King Ferdiiand of Roumania, who 
succeeded his uncle in October last, 
married in 1893, the eldast daughter 
of the Duke of Edinburgh. Queais 
Marie is, therefore, a first cousin of 
King George, while through her motb- 
er she is a granddaughter of the Em- 
peror Alexander II. of Russia, being 
consequently a cousin of the Czar. 
Queen Marie is generally regarded 

one of _he most beautiful women 
in Europe, while the dowager queen 
“Carmen Sylva,” was a talented poet 
and writer. 

Bucharest, the Roumanian capital, 
where the royal palace is situated, has 
a popul»tion of about 340,000, and ts 
strongly fortified by eighteen forts 
and many batteries. - 

The city has been several times be 
sieged and between 1793 and 1813 suf. 
ferad twice from carthquakes, twic 
from inundations, once from fire an 
twice from pestilence. 

Bucharest is note: for its gambling 
houses, cafes and its innumerable 
churches, the metal, plateq  2upolag of 
which give the place a picturesque 
appearance, 

The Roumanian Constitution oon- 
sist of.a senate of 120 members and 
a chamber of deputies of 188 me 
bers. A senator must be forty.Ate 
years of age and receives @ salary of 


$1,880 per annun. 
Population is 7.
